Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Notwithstanding appeals by 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels for de 
velopment of Pacific coast defenses, 
the house committee on faval affairs 
in completing the annual naval ap- 
propriation bill today acted adversely 
on most of his suggestions. 

While disclaiming any present dan- 
ger from Japan, Secretary Daniels in 
executive session last week told the 
committee that the island of Guam 
should be developed as a means of pre- 
paredness against surprise attacks in 
the Pacific and that naval bases should 
be established at a number of points 
along the Pacific coast. | 

The total cartied by the bill is $425,- 
290,574. The estimates of the navy de- 
partment totaled $558,906,269, while ap- 
propriations for the current year 
amounted to $613,000,000. In the fiscal 
year 1916, prior to the war, the naval 
appropriations totaled only $150,000,000. 

The bill includes a total @f $15,876,- 
000 for naval aviation, as against $25,- 
000,000 appropriated for the current 
year. 

The amount carried for the Great 
Lakes Naval Trcoening station is $500,- 
000, as against $850,000 for the current 
year, 

The bill continues the 1916 building 
program, which Representative Butler 
of Pennsylvania, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said wilk-gfve the United States 
a navy equal in strength and value to 


any navy in the world and composed — 


of forty-seven battleships in the first 
and second line, twenty-eight of which 
will be in the first line. F

There has been much complaint 
the part of those compelled ‘o or " 
drous of selling their Liberty bo 
that these issues cannot be sold at par. 
It has been suggested that the govern- 
ment ought to take some action to 
bring the price of these bonds back to 
their origin..1 value, the implication 
being that when the government sold 
these -bonds it agreed to protect the 

against loss. I do not believe 
that this is true. 

The government merely guarantees 
that the bonds will be paid in full at 
the time of maturity; those selling be- 
fore maturity naturally must take their 
chances in the market. It is too often 
forgotten that bonds and other securi- 
tes are fundamentally identical with 
other commodities. If the supply of 
any commodity exceeds the demand, 
the price of the commodity will fall. 

Two Suggestions. 

There have been two means suggest- 
ei by which the market price of Lib- 
ety bonds might be increased. One 
of these is for the government to pur- 
chase the bonds in such quantities that 
the demand will equal and possibly 
even exceed the supply. But the only 
way in which the government can ob- 


tain the money with which to effect 
such purchases is to borrow the neces- 
‘ary sums, for which it would be com- 
4 bellied to issue other bonds or certifi- 


tates of indebtedness. Obviously, this 
would simply mean robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. The other method suggested 
sto raise the rate of interest paid upon 
liberty bonds. 


But I believe that as long as the sup- 


tly of the bonds exceeds the demand it 
is not likely that any reaso.able in-/! 
crease in the rate of interest will cause 
very much change in the present mar- 
ket price of these government issues. 


Economy Best Method. 
In my opi..ion, the only safe and sane 


way to increase the market price of 
Liberty bonds is to cease the heedless 
mending of the past year, and instead 


t produce, save, and invest, as was 
fone during the war. As a matter of 
fact, we have noticed in our own busi-

But the mistake havihg been made, it 
is better to let the situation correct 
itself than to attempt any artificial, 
though government, corrective, such 
as refunding the bonds by exchange 
for a higher interest bearing isSuUe or 
attempting to support the bonds ap 
the market. 

The situation is correcting itself. The 
bonds are selling in the market on their 
merits. The cause for their decline 


from par is simply the fact that they 


originally were taken by people who 
did not pay for them and who later 
did not want to or were unable to pay 
for them. So the burden of carrying 
these bonds was thrown on the banks 
and the federal reserve bank and clog- 
ged the banking machinery of the coun- 
try. This resulted in tremendous in- 
flation. 
Investment Demand Growing. 

Now we find that these bonds are 
going out of the banks ip large volume. 
They are being bought by the middle 
class people throughout the country, 
not necessarily wealthy peuple. These 
buyers are paying for the bonds, really 
investing in them, and with the idea 
of keeping them. The bonds are sell- 
ing on a real investment basis. This 
buying means real and better distribu- 
tion, although the number of individ- 
ual holders may decline. This also 
means real deflation, and as a result 
the bonds will increase in value and 
eventually be worth par and more. 

-Thus the present situation is cor- 
recting itself in an orderlySand eco- 
nomic way, and it is better to let it 
proceed in this way than to attempt to 
remedy it by arbitrary or artificial gov- 
ernmenital action.

FOREIGN CONQUEST AND 


AMERICAN RESPONSIBILITY. 

Lloyd George has announced in parliament that 
the British have accepted mandates for the Ger- 
man colonies. German East Afritéa goes to Great 
Britain and. Bélgium. German Southwest Africa 
goes to the Union of South Africa. German Samoa 
goes to New Zealand, and other German posses- 
sions in the Pacific south of the equator are taken 
by Australia. 

This arrangement consolidates British sania 
in Africa, and it takes the blacks away from 
Germans, who were denounced as cruel in coloniz- 
ing, and gives them to people who have a genius 
for it. The humanity of the Belgians in the Congo 
has been open to question, \but it will be the 
British and not the Belgians who will really gov- 
ern the new territory. 

_The general condition of humanity may be im- 
proved by the transfer, but it is an improvement | 
which benefits the British empire and is intended 
to benefit. "A mandate is a new name for an old 
method. The British took a mandate for Egypt. } 


_ A mandate grows more mandatory, from year to 


year. 
Euro réalism believes that wars wiistloeatutiy 
fought should haye improvements for the nations 
winning them. The victors improve their estate 
and take rewards for their sacrificex. The British, 
French, Italians, and Japanese are improving their 
estates.

Physicians appiy antiseptic dusting pow-. 
ders to the sores. In some cases either 
high frequency electricity or a mild gal- 
vanic current gives relief from the pain. 
Hot dry applications help oftentimes,
